The January 1931 number of "The Student World" will be 
a number on North America and will be used for the preparation of 
the Meeting of the General Committee of the World’s Student Christian 
Federation to be held in the United States next summer. In this 
number we should like to give as much of an introduction to present- 
day American religious life and university life as one can possibly 
do within ninety-six pages. The enclosed outline will give you an 
idea of the plan which was mapped out'in consultation with the leaders 
of the American and Canadian Movements. 

Prom this outline you will see that we should like very 
much to have an article from you on the subject "Social Problems con¬ 
fronting American Christians". I hope this title, which, hy the way, 
might be changed for a more attractive one, explains what we want. 

It is essentially an interpretation of the struggle in which so many 
younger American Christians are engaged to save their country and 
their civilisation from a soulless industrialism. I am sure that you 
will be aware of the importance of this subject in the scheme of this 
number. Too often the rest of the world misunderstands the underlying 
reason for the social passion of American Christians because then 
they do not know what tremendous moral problems a sensitive Christian 
has to face in American life. A realistic exposition of some of these 
questions in social life, national life and racial life and a dis¬ 
cussion of the approaches being made by Christians towards the solu¬ 
tion would therefore be helpful in giving to the members of our move¬ 
ment a deeper sympathy for their American colleagues. 

We should be very glad if we might have this article by 



November 15th so that we can make sure of the necessary translations 
It might he about JUiQ.Q words. 

Sinoe this number is going to be of great importance 
in the whole prooess of spiritual preparation for the meetings next 
summer we hope very much that you will kindly accept this invitation

Dear Triende Everywhere, 

Streets crowded, flags waving, groups talking on every corner. A city 
tingling with excitement and beaming with joy. A city rejoicing in victory yet 
mourning for those few who fell in gaining that victory. A city gay - yet thought¬ 
ful. A city burning all traces of her recent past yet to a remarkable degree hold¬ 
ing herself in restraint and disciplined - such is Buenos Aires. The revolution of 
September 6th, 1930, is over - Argentina has added another day to her historical ca¬ 
lendar . 


And while we wave our flag with its bands of delicate blue and white 
and rejoice that the revolution has triumphed, I am wondering what you in other parts 
of the world are reading about it. And I thought perhaps you would like to near the 
story of it as we know it here. It goes something like this. 

Two years ago SeSor Hipolito Irigoyen was elected president. The peo¬ 
ple had faith in him and respected him. He had been their president during the years 
of the war and had steered the ship of state with sufficient skill so that he had the 
trust of his country. With almost no campaigning on his part, he won the election 
by a large majority and beg&n his six years term of office. Two years of tnat six 
have gone by - two most unexpected, most astonishing years 1 

In the period since he left the Casa Bosada until he entered it again 
some change must have taken place in this man who had been chosen as the head of a 
great nation. His age, over seve»*y years, may have been responsible, no one knows 
what really was the cause. But Irigoyen as President carried all the authority of 
the nation and would not delegate authority to his ministers. It was impossible 
carry all the affairs of state. He could not or would not do what was needed. Con¬ 
gress was due to he called into session in Hay ~ September came and still it nad not 
convened. Affairs of state needed attention but no one was given authority to act. 
The financial situation "became critical, the country was going from bad to worse - 
petitions were brought to the President, some action requested, by the most impor¬ 
tant men of the country - all if they reached the President were received with great- 
est of courtesy and then - nothing happened. 

In the meantime Irigoyen eat in his office in Casa Rosada from one un- 
-jil seven each day giving out jobs to those who were able to reach him. The party, 

7 'hicli was originally the Radical Party, "before the election had split so that it was 
rnly the Radical Personalistas supporting Irigoyen. Those of the party or their 
friends got to the President - others rarely could no matter how important their 
mission might he, for he was eternally busy, busy giving away jobs. The president’s 
office had "become an employment "bureau nothing more - the most unimportant janitor 
must "be appointed by him, no school teacher could get a position without nis signa¬ 
ture, 110 office was filled except by his own choice. It mattered not whether such a 
post existed - the pay: roll was just as ready to have names of people for non exis ¬ 
tent as for existing offices. A school with no library and no "books hut a librarian 
md tr.ro assistants! a stenographer made a music teacher at three times the pay she 
expected, i; it might he a hit different - a foreign appointment dated hack two 
years - a large note at the national hank cancelled for a small portion of the 
amount., etc;, etc. All things known to all governments in all countries^ all a 
part of politics as played in many a city or state, hut rarely by the ruler himself 
of & great nation - and rarely to the entire exclusion of all other affairs of state. 


f hing i kept going from had to worse, the pay roll would soon bankrupt 
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tlie nation, import tax receipts were falling down at an astonishing rate and people 
became more and more alarmed. 

But finally Irigoyen went too far. He removed duly elected representa¬ 
tive in some of the provinces and put his own men in their place. And the province 
of Entre Rios refused to submit and in turn removed Irigoyen 1 s men. It was as thougT 
Hoover would dismiss the state senators from the legislature of Illinois and put men 
he would chose in their posts. Men who were trusted by the nation in important po¬ 
sitions were removed without any apparent reason, etc. etc. The papers were full of 
it - resentment against the President became most outspoken. The Minister of War 
resigned with a most frank statement that he could not be a part of the things he 
knew were going on. Yet legally there was nothing to do - four years more were 
ahead. 


In the meantime the revolution in Bolivia had bettered conditions 
there, and Peru's dictatorship had been ended by a well planned and peacefully ex¬ 
ecuted revolt of the military. 

Newspaper editorials suggested that after all the army was for the wel¬ 
fare of the country. One began to feel tenseness in the air, strange things began h 
happening. No one heard a word of a revolutionary plot, not a murmur of revolt yet 
the President seemed afraid. There were double police around the Casa Rosada; the 
home of the President was heavily guarded; the streets were cleared when he, with 
an escort of autos, dashed from his home to his office; rumours said there were ma¬ 
chine guns in the Casa Rosada; there were hoy-poloy parades of Irigoyenistas very 
evidently paid to shout his praise; the Annual Rural Show could not be officially 
opened by the Minister of Agriculture for the hoodlums, apparently for no reason 
whatsoever, broke up the meeting; the President and his ministers were in session 
in his house until four o'clock in the morning. The atmosphere became electric, the 
peso dropped several points in value, everybody held his breath. This couldn't go 
on, something must happen. 

A group of men went to the President and asked for his resignation. 

He refused. On Thursday the students gathered at the colleges of law and of medi¬ 
cine and marched en masse over to Plaza de Mayo, down the Avenida, shouting "Q,ue 
renuncie el Presidente" (Let the President resign). When they reached the Plaza in 
front of Casa Rosada the policemen tried to stop them - but on they pushed. Someone 
fired, a student fell, a policeman was killed. The crowd went no further but feel¬ 
ing mounted higher and higher; Juvencio Aguilar became the martyr for the cause. 

Friday the city was tense - rumours of all kinds began coming from no 
one knew where. About five o'clock a siren blew and word spread that Irigoyen had 
delegated his power to the Vice-President, Senor Martinez. The next day Irigoyen 
fled to La Plata. Martinez declared the city under martial law and people went to 
bed that night not knowing what the next day would bring forth. 

On Saturday morning almost everyone came to work as usual, but about 
ten o'clock offices closed, shops let down their iron shutters and people began go¬ 
ing home. In an hour the business of the city was dead - only rumours were alive 
nd flying thick and fast. "The soldiers are coming", "The army has revolted and is 
arching on the city". Early in the morning an aeroplane appeared overhead, then 
other and another and another. What did it mean, would they drop bombs on the ci¬ 
ty? Were they with the revolting army or with the government? No one knew. Eight¬ 
een or twenty of the planes flew over the city back and forth, back and forth, flying 
low, watching - watching. Later people knew that it was the signal that the arny had 
started. And the army came on, on, on into the city from the Campo de Mayo and from 





the Military Academy of San Martin. They started early - it was about four o'clock 
when they reached the Congreso and turned into the Avenida de Mayo. But not only 
soldiers and Cadets cane - two thousand preceeded them and were mixed with them. 
Soldier and civilian rode or marched side by side. Civilians with the colors in 
their hats armed with rifles. Army trucks, private trucks, autobusses loaded with 
men. Marching, marching, marching with pride to redeem their country from desgrace. 
And as they came along at each police station they stopped to demand the police to 
come over to the side of the revolution, which they did some even joining the march¬ 
ing forces. 


So the procession grew, on they came, a motley throng. Civilians in 
the same autos with the military chiefs, hundreds of autos following. Flags flying, 
blue and white everywhere. They turned the corner, the beautiful building of Con¬ 
greso was behind them. The Cafe Molino was at the corner they had just passed, 
ahead of them,down the Avenida,the Casa Rosada with the Vice-President in the Presi¬ 
dent's chair declaring martial law - but the army marching with the law in their 
own hands. So the crowd came, and the Cadets came, and suddenly - a shot rang out, 
and another, and another. Machine guns were firing into the backs of the boys of 
the Military Academy, coming from el Congreso and apparently from the Cafe Molino 
as well. Horses, fell, men fell - fifteen were killed, others wounded. They re¬ 
turned fire - the corner Wing of Congreso was peppered with shot, windows were shat¬ 
tered, a shell broke off a cornice of the building. And all the time the white flag 
hoisted by the Irigoyenistas was flying over Congreso, yet in spite of this the 
Pevsonalistas had fired. 

But on the procession went, on to the Casa Rosada. Into the building 
Came General Uriburu, respected and trusted by the nation. Into the office of the 
President, where Martinez was surrounded immediately by a group of the revolution-, 
aries who called upon him to relinquished his poet. He did not reply but turned 
(tway his head. General Uriburu spent the next ten minutes endeavoring to persuade 
Martinez that his obstinacy would be of no avail. Still he refused. Orders were 
given to arrest the last of the Irigoyeni6t garrison, hearing these orders Martinet 
repeated his refusal to resign and told General Uriburu to shoot him if he thought 
fit. General Uriburu replied that he would give Martinez ten minutes in which to 
make up his mind. Angrily the Vice-President replied that he neither required ten 
nor any minutes to decide, already he had stated that he would not resign and in¬ 
tended to stand by his word. A few moments after he attempted to size a revolver, 
probably for the purpose of shooting himself. A few minutes later he heard that 
the Central Police Department had been taken over by the rebels without a shot be¬ 
ing fired. Silently he turned on his heal, marched to the nearest table and wrote 
out his resignation. The Irigoyen Government was ended. Sirens blew, the crowd 
swarmed into the Plaza, everyone went wild with joy. 

General Uriburu was named provisional president and shortly after the 
ministers of the various departments were announced. All are men of high standing 
in the country, men chosen irrespective of party, from both civil and military life. 
A military government is in power for three months but with many civilians in posi¬ 
tions of responsibility. Probably the Argentine has never had such an array of 
splendid men in the Casa Rosada. 

Saturday night vras a night of rejoicing, people thronged the streets, 
the crowd surged up and down the Avenida. If they discovered a picture of Irigoyen 
it was immediately torn down and destroyed. Suddenly they thought of his house - 
they dashed to it, foread the door open - everyone had gone, no one was there, they 
tore down everything, furniture, curtains, clothes, books - everything was thrown 
out and burned in the street. When they were done nothing was left, T "

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I have just read your pamphlet on 
the Gandhi movement and found it extremely 
impressive and absorbingly interesting. Gan 
you not cane to our Annual Meeting on October 
33rd and discuss this question for our group? 

This request comes from the chair¬ 
man of the Program Committee, Richard Wood, as 
well as from myself. The subject has not been 
included in the tentative programs that have 
been sent out so far, but we have had a request 
from several of our organizations to take it up. 
It would come as the third or fourth subjeot on 
Thursday afternoon's program. 

Since this session is devoted to a 
discussion of "fundamental problems", we do not 
care to have it treated from the point of view 
of Anglo-Indian relations. We want something 
more fundamental than a criticism of either 
Indian or English attitude, but are interested 
in the underlying problem of mutual respect be— 
tween races. The Gandhi movement has value for 
us as an illustration of an interracial problem 
as well, of course, as an illustration of the 
method of non-violence. We could call the 
topic "The Significance of the Gandhi Movement 
to Americans and Pacifists" or something of that 
sort if you have a better suggestion. 

I hope you will seriously consider 
this invitation and accept it if it is humanly 
possible. We have had extremely successful 
small conferences in the last two years of 
perhaps one hundred people, practically all of 
them active workers in the peace movement. We

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My dear Kirby; 

I very much, disappointed to th.in.lc we did not have a chance to get to¬ 
gether as we suggested to each other we would the last time we met at 347. I have just 
returned from a weelc-end visit with our mutual friend Boss Hoover at North Uanton. You 
are to speak there next Sunday morning and evening. I trust you will spend as pleasant 
a week-end as I did. 


You have visited Angora and have seen &n expression of our desire to co-operate with 
the Turkish people and helping them to help themselves through their own organizations 
and institutions backed by the Turkish Government. You know from personal contact some¬ 
thing about not only the visible but invisible results we are securing and sonething also 
of the possibilities and potentialities of our policy and program because of the confidence 
the Turkish leaders and the Turkish Government have in us. 

( Boss Hoover, as you know, has backed the policy I have advocated and the program we 
have worked out together from the beginning, and had it not been for him there would have 
been no organization of the American Friends of Turkey and the movement itself mi^it never 
have started. He has just established a trust fund for the benefit of the American Friends 
of Turkey for ^100,000.00. I do not think at the present time he wishes this mentioned in 
a general way as it would lead too many people to him to ask for funds, and he is now giving 
to an endless number of worthy causes, but I would like to have you tell him how much his 
interest in the American Friends of Turkey really me arts to the future of the people and 
especially to the youth of Turkey and as a pioneer movement to other nations as well in 
this new method of approach and the strict policy we have of working only within the zone 
of agreement and mutual understanding and going no farther or faster than this zone can 
be normally enlarged. 


It would not be an unparaonable sin if, in your address next Sunday morning or even¬ 
ing, you would mention the policy of the American Friends of Turkey as a first-hand 
observer and the sincerity purpose which the leaders of the Turkish people have in 
their desire to bring to the Turkish people that which they have been denied by the former 
regime under the Ottoman Empire, as the leaders to-day are from among those Whom the former 
military machine and autocratic political regime under the Sultan suppressed and who, bv 
their own initiative and resourcefulness overthrew the old monarchic theocracy, freed their 
peop e no only from this yoke but also from that of the extra territorial right of foreign 
powers and for the first time have given the youth a fair chance. 
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I think: it is the greatest opportunity in the world to hare a share in helping honest, 
sincere leaders of Turkey (and I recognize that they are not all honest, "but most of them 
are) to prepare administer the character-Trail ding program for their youth. 

I am leaving for Turkey this week on the S.S.“Buropa", going aboard Friday night. I 
am sorry it will not he possible far us to meet before 1 sail. 

Oh, yes, one moment please. Bishop William Soarlett, formerly Dean Scarlett of Christ 
Church Cathedral, St. Louis, is an especially good friend of mine. I wish you could say 
"Hello* to him for me beosuse he has the kind of stuff you and I believe the world needs. 
You no doubt know him very well. If you do not, this is a splendid opportunity to make 
his acquaintance.

gether often anci talk things over, butrjTE is a long way from my office 
to Vanderbilt Avenue. It seems to cut pretty largely into the whole of 
the nay. My letter sent to you was written ixmiediately upon returning 
from Europe, and I had only turned to page 400 with its footnote refer¬ 
ence back to 539. I see nov; that the October number warns much fuller 
and richer than I had been aware of when I wrote you the letter. May 
I, however, take issue with your statement concerning the. Anglican Church. 
Tiie line of their distinction between anarchy arid the maintenance of 
that kind ox interactional peace upon which, may be built the structure 
of international confidence is a distinction that is fundamentally in 
harmony with Chri&ian teaching, or else Christian teaching is nothing 
but an apology for anarchy. Surely this ought to be clear at this 
stage of the world's history. The first sentence of the Lambeth Con¬ 
ference affirms that 'hvar as a method of settling international disputes 
is incompatible with the teaching and example of our Lord Jesus Christ." 
Then it goes on to outlaw that kind of war. And if that kind of war is 
outlawed, that is to say, if there ia no use of arms; to force on opinion, 
then defense ceases to be a question at issue at all; but defense remains 
an issue so long as the attack upon war is not directed towards the up¬ 
building of the solid structure of justice. The upbuilding of that struc¬ 
ture depends upon just such distinctions as the Anglican Church has made. 

I do not agree with you that the pronouncement stops short of the absolute 
excommunication of war by Idle Church, for it is only by adopting the looser 
meaning of the word war that this can be stated, in view/ of the interdict 
which the established Church of England has placed upon its country in 
time of crisis, liemember that this is the established church of a great 
nation and it advises its communicants to withdraw their allegiance from 
their country in case their country uses war as a means of settling an 
international dispute. This is all-inclusive for England, in view of the 
fact that it is already "solemnly bound by treaty, covenant, or pact, 
for the settlement ofinternational disputes." 


As for the opinions on war guilt, I quite agree that it is a matter 
of interest, but rather of journalistic interest, to know what uninformed 
oeople are thinking about things. It was a matter of interest to know what 
Bryan thought of evolution. It is similarly a matter of interest to know 
what Coolidge thinks about those problems of the common life upon which he 
is advising the world at present, but when Coolidge has an opinion about the 
weather it is one thing; when he expresses his opinion as to the extent of 
America's expenditures on armaments vdthoi.it looking up the facts, he is 
sharply brought to task by Edwin James in the Times in a way to make any 
author feel ashamed of having put a pen to paper, no matter what the monetary 
reward. 


Getting back to serious questions, I am just as much opposed to 
stampeding mass mind formations into a historical justification of Germany

as I should be opposed to the stampeding of opinion on the opposite line. 

What I fear is happening is that you are now playing into a German propa¬ 
ganda fully as insidious as the war-time propaganda, and I think equally 
unsound historically. The motive in both cases was a moral motive, in the 
one case to justify our democracy in the hour of its trial, in the other case 
to free Germany from the consequences of the Treaty of Versailles. 

Don't quote rne personally on these lines, but you can use the 
substance of this letter in any way you like. The reason I say that I 
refrain from being quoted is solely that I want to round off a criticism 
of the whole war guilt episode in measured terms and not just as stated 
in the hurried text of a letter written in the midst of a busy morning. 

But you are quite free to discuss with anyone the general lines of my 
objection to the drift of recent historical criticism.

g to have translations made and widely distributed. I hope you will 

ave the bill sent to me for these thingp you have sent. 

The October number of "The World Tomorrow" has just arrived and 
seems to be "the best yet". However, war, international war, either past 
present or future, is not what weighs on the Japanese mind at present. It is 
class war. I am increasingly impressed with the way in whioh that one subject 
has crowded everything else off the stage. The other night I attended a 
discussion(where for once 1 did not take part) where "Personal Christianity or 
Social Christianity?" was the ridiculous theme set for debate. The students 
present soon disposed of"personal salvation" as unworthy of consideration, 
but under what they termed "the salvation of society", theydiscussed class war 
and class, war only as the one way in which society ris to tee "saved" 1 . I know 

any number of students who will leap to support a revolution, as soon as it 

starts. They are red revolutionists as far as their 'ideology 1 is concerned, 
but, in line with their Oriental psychology, make a distinction between "faith" 
and "works", in consequence, they do not"practice" Communism and will not until 
someone else takes the lead. But the fire is laid and they are waiting for 
someone to light it. I do not care to be in Japan when it happens. Therefore, 
if you do run across something Socialistically-Christian, kindly buy it for me 
and send the bill. We must turn out. a mass of that kind of literature. I am 
trying to get Jorgie to use his YMCA Literature publishing machinery for turning 
out something to meet' the specific needs of the social crisis we are facing 
now, but so far he has stuck pretty strictly to what might be termed "the 
theory of modernism". Economic pressure is tremendous, beggars come daily and 
unemployment is increasing. 

In the meanwhile, the American Ambassador (bachelor W.C.Forbes) 
objects that the new Embassy residence with only seven bed -rooms and four 
baths is inadequate and that the plans must be revised to include fourteen 
bed-rooms with a bath apiecel 

A sensation has been created by the resignation of Mr. Muto from 
the head of the Kanegafuchi Spinning Company with a retiring bonus of Three 
Million Yen, followed soon after by a reduction in the bonuses of the 
workers.This all happened some time ago, but it is still "the talk of the 
town". Our friend, Kagawa,distinguished^?) himself soon after by calling Mr. 

Mtito a Christian. 

We have just enjoyed a visit from M.Vandervelde, the Belgian 
Socialist. It was all very interesting to see him trailed around everywhere 
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by a Mr.Terasaki, from the Foreign Office. Mr. Terasaki interpreted 
from French into Japanese most of M.Vandervelde 1 s speeches and took 
the teeth out of everything he said. I would not classify the 
Belgian as a wild radical by any means, but thru the efforts of 
Terasakieverything he said was rendered utterly innocuous. 

In one of my student discussion groups, they decided to 
study social problems and at the first meeting, I had each one write out 
a list of the four or five social problems he considered most pressing. 
As a result of that survey, all but one mentioned poverty, unemployment 
and related themes as the most pressing. So we de&ided that we would 
study "Pverty - Causes and Cure". However, about half the class 
"quit" because they considered that the only possible result of 
such a study would be the Communist theory and its practice and they, 
facing graduation and probable unemployment themselves did not care to 
come to any "dangerous" conclusions so soon. 

Oh: '. its a great world, is n't it? When I get material 
from Libby showing how we are leading in armaments in the USA, I wish I 
were back with you. When I see what is happening here, I am glad I 
am here. 

It was great to have your visit. We will not soon forget it.

Bear Mr. Page: 

I am greatly obliged for your letter of 
October 16. After writing you I received a letter 
from Mr. Engelbrecht which clarified his attitude. I 
begin to understand from his letter and yours why 
neither of you drew from a reading of my book the con¬ 
clusions which I expected, perhaps the best thing for 
me to do is to summarize briefly my position. It is as 
follows:

All the European powers were responsible for 
the building up of the system of alliances and the 
growth of armaments. Likewise nationalism was highly 
developed in all the European countries. So far, then, 
as the general background of the war is concerned I do 
distribute the responsibility. But in respect, of the 
crisis of July 1914 my contention is that the steps which 
brought on the war were taken in the first instance by 
the Central Powers and that those steps were taken, not 
with the expectation or hope of bringing on a general 
war, but with the realization that the action of Austria 
might lead to the intervention of Russia, and, in the case 
of Austria, that while naturally they hoped Russia would 
not intervene they rather expected that she would. 

Finally I argue that the Russian mobilization was a 
logical step in view of the Austrian action against 
Serbia and the refusal of Austria to negotiate with 
Russia. For these reasons, therefore, I believe that 
the primary and major responsibility for the outbreak 
of war in the summer of 1914 devolves upon the contra! 
powers . 


As I said in my first letter to you, I do 
not desire you to make any correction in The world Tomorrow . 
What I have written is for your personal information in 
order that you may understand clearly just what my 
position is.

Things in general are going well here, although I have 
not yet gotten my head out above water nor read to the bottom of my 
mail. 


I had several hours talk with Brewer night before last 
and found my finances in a bad way. Both capital and income will 
be materially reduced, I pass one Association man in the hall who 
has lost 75% of his capital and the man before that had lost 60%. 

I hope to recover my position or nearly all of it within three years 
but I shall ba hard hit this year* 

After thinking the whole matter over and talking it over 
with my wife and with my brother, I decided I oould not accept your 
suggestion and invitation that I beoome a full editor with you all 
in the World Tomorrow, I am quite clear, that all things considered, 
I should not attempt to get any more irons in the fire or to assume 
toy fresh obligations, either literary or financial. I have two 
books on my hands to finish apart from the third larger volume. I 
have taken on this obligation in the fight against opium and various 
other things. I dare not take on any more, I became quite clear in 
the matter before seeing Arnold and he only confirmed my opinion with 
the latest information. 

I do not feel competent to offer you advise with regard to 
the future of The World Tomorrow, but I am quite dear that I should 
not undertake any more obligations that I have, either financial or 
literary. 


I am starting on my western tour, beginning in Denison 
University November 9 and 10, °hio Wesleyan the 11 and 12, Oberlin 
the 13 and 14, Dayton the 16 and 17, and then returning to Hew York. 

This is just a little note by the way.
